Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  &  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  annual  report  for  1969. 

As  far  as  the  vital  statistics  are  concerned  there  is  little  change  from 
previous  years ,  similar  trends  continuing*  Hie  figures  are  too  small  for  any  firm 
conclusions  to  be  drawn  from  these,  and  in  some  cases  they  are  not  a  true  reflection 
of  the  general  state.  However,  more  sophisticated  and  reliable  data  collection 
methods  are  being  evolved  which  should  result  in  more  accurate  and  useful  figures 
in  the  future. 

The  main  feature  of  the  infectious  diseases  sphere  was  an  abortive  outbreak 
of  influenza  during  the  winter  of  1968— 69  which  never  really  became  established.  A 
further  visit  by  the  Hong  Kong  influenza  variant  occurred  towards  the  end  of  the 
year,  and  the  second  outbreak  reached  epidemic  proportions  by  the  second  week  of 
December.  Symptons  were  classical  in  type  and  affected  especially  the  adult  section 
of  the  population. 

I  was  anticipating  being  able  to  report  cn  this  occasion  that  sufficient 
measles  vaccination  had  been  carried  out  to  prevent  any  further  epidemics. 
Difficulties  in  the  supply  of  suitable  vaccine  brought  the  programme  to  a  stop  and  at 
the  end  of  the  year  there  was  no  definite  prospect  when  it  would  be  resumed. 

We  continue  £0  regard  health  education  as  an  important  part  of  a  Health 
Department's  work.  There  appear  to  be  encouraging  signs  on  the  horizon  that  people 
are  beginning  to  pay  more  sensible  attention  to  matters  of  health.  Concern  is 
expressed  about  known  and  possible  hazards  being  created  by  society  as  a  by-product 
of  "technological  progress".  The  solution  to  these  problems  will  largely  depend  on 
action  by  society  as  a  whole.  Nevertheless,  we  still  have  to  convince  some  people 
that  they  deliberately  put  themselves  at  risk  by  their  own  actions.  To  name  but  two 
activities,  cigarette  smoking  and  dietary  over  indulgence. 

Lung  cancer  can,  after  long  and  unpleasant  illness,  cause  premature  death, 
preventing  many  from  receiving  one  penny  of  their  pensions.  We  must  recognise  that 
this  form  of  drug  addiction  is  fostered  and  maintained  by  advertising  techniques  that 
result  in  people  making  curious  rationalisations  to  explain  away  their  actions. 

Many  still  need  convincing  that  over-weight  is  also  hazardous.  The  warning  signs  in 
early  middle  age  are  too  often  ignored.  Apart  from  excessive  carbohydrate  intake  the 
wisdom  of  consuming  quantities  of  refined  sugar  at  the  present  rates  leads  one  to  ; 
suspect  that  coronary  heart  disease  in  particular  will  continue  to  increase  in  the 
future. 


If  sugar  and  tobacco  had  had  to  be  submitted  to  the  Committee  on  the  Safety 
of  Drugs,  they  would  have  been  rejected  with  far  more  reason  than  was  the  case  for 
cyclamate  withdrawal. 

An  encouraging  sign  is  that  there  is  a  slight  move  towards  greater 
participation  in  sport.  A  few  years  ago  there  seemed  to  be  a  danger  that  the 
Nation  was  becoming  chair-bound  whether  at  home,  work  or  in  cars.  The  value  of 
encouraging  physical  activity  by  ensuring  adequate  sporting  facilities  can  be 
measured  beyond  pounds,  shillings  and  pence,  as  there  is  a  concomitant  improvement 
in  mental  attitude  in  addition. 
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we  must  reach  the  generation  that  feels  it  has  missed  these  cpportuniuies- 
the  forty-plus  age  grcup  may  well  feel  that  they  are  too  old  to  start  and  they 
must  be  convinced  that  slowing

Child  Welfare  Clinics  Clinics  are  held  at  regular  intervals  at  Winslow,  Stewkley 
and  Newton  Longville  in  hired  halls.  The  mobile  clinic  visits  Great  Ilorwood,  Little 
Horwood,  Mursley,  Drayton  Par  slow,  Sv/anbourne ,  Nash  and  Whaddon. 

Dental  Clinic  Treatment  is  offered  to  children  and  expectant  mothers  at  Bletchley, 
Buckingham  and  Aylesbury.  In  ad  ition  the  dentist  visits  schools  regularly. 

Health  Education  Area  Organiser  -  Miss  M.B.  Hayward  at  area  Health  Office. 

School  Health  Service  Administered  from  Area  Health  Office,  Bletchley.  This  includes 
arrangements  for  examination  of  pupils  in  accordance  with  the  Education  Act,  19^4, 
ascertainment  of  handicap  and  arranging  appropriate  treatment.  The  Child  Guidance 
Clinic  is  situated  at  Whalley  Drive,  Bletchley,  B.C.G.  vaccination  against  tuberculosis 
is  carried  out  in  the  schools  as  well  as  booster  doses  of  polio,  diptheria  and  tetanus 
antigens .

Existing  Sewers  and  Disposal  Works 

'With  the  exception  of  the  heavily  overloaded  works  at  Newton  Longville  all 
other  works  continued  to  operate  satisfactorily  during  the  year.  Fortunately  no 
further  trouble  was  experienced  with  sewer  surcharging  at  Spring  Lane,  Great  Horwood. 
It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  cleansing  of  the  severs  has  proved  sufficiently  beneficial 
and  that  the  proposed  overflow  sewer  may  not  now  be  needed.

B  -  PUBLIC  CLEANSING 
Refuse  Collection  dnd  Disposal 

Throughout  the  year  the  weekly  collection  service  was  maintained,  The 
Bonus  Scheme  has  now  been  operating  very  satisfactorily  for  four  years  and  has  resulted 
in  a  minimum  of  labour  changes.  With  the  continued  growth  of  the  district,  however, 
it  is  difficult  tc  imagine  that  we  shall  be  able  to  continue  for  much  longer  on  the 
present  basis.  Some  further  thought  will  have  to  bo  given  to  the  problem. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  the  now  tip  site  at  Stewkley  was  finally 
acquired  and  work  put  in  hand  to  bring  it  into  use.  A  tracked  bulldozer  was  purchased 
and  controlled  tipping  started  in  April. 

At  Little  Horwood  during  the  year  we  continued  to  receive  deposits  of  soil 
for  the  eventual  levelling  off  and  seeding  of  the  site. 

Streets  Cleansing  -  Winslow 

The  only  highways  cleansed  by  the  Council  are  as  f olJ ows  and  these  together 
with  the  Market  Square  are  done  at  the  latter  end  of  each  week.  A  litter  collection  is 
also  carried  out  in  the  High  Street  on  Mondays.
